peculiarly true the field education. Some 
these reconstructions amount revolutions. 
Curricula, educational ideals, methods, and ma- 
chinery are state constant change. None 
the old educational orthodoxies 
enough secure. Old school pedagogy and new school 
pedagogy wage inky warfare our magazines and newspapers. 
Trustees, faculties, school boards, find themselves becoming 
debating societies. Even taxpayers and the general public 
ask new questions, make new demands, and impose new con- 
ditions. causes serious inconvenience, but increasingly 
clear that the present discussion and experimentation widen- 
ing our educational outlook, and making our educational meth- 
ods more wise and effective. 

This being the situation, educators cannot fail interested 
experiments education from which they may gain hints 
which may value settling some their own special 
problems. This will sufficient excuse for description 
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some the educational ideals and methods which are being 
worked out the Training School the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association Springfield, Mass.

Some our men are college graduates. believe, how- 
ever, that the advantage the whole educational 
movement have different types education developed 
meet the needs differing groups students. believe 
increasingly that there large group men who can spe- 
experience not find that knowledge Latin Greek 
necessary, however advantageous may be, for the intelli- 
gent pursuit such studies. All theories apart, clear that 
men may acquire mental discipline the scientific study 
physiology, psychology, economics, sociology, and related stud- 
ies, well through the study language and mathematics. 

More than this are coming feel that the logic cir- 
cumstance” has led emphasize element education 
which needs emphasis. One our leading educators said not 
long since, public lecture, that the weak point our pres- 
ent education that too individualistic,” and fails 


develop large number students the The 
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supreme object education from the standpoint state, which 
pays the lion’s share the bills, develop men and women 
who have not merely individual capacity, but also sense 
social responsibility. Our leading teachers school, college, 
and university are recognizing more and more clearly that edu- 
cation fails unless develops the truly social spirit, which ena- 
bles the individual fit harmoniously and helpfully into the 
social life. 

Our ideal develop educational institution which shall 
develop the social spirit and the capacity for social service 
high degree concentrating attention and effort upon the 
subjects which have directly with man’s constitution and 
conditions—the forces which make for his physical, mental, 
and moral development, and the principles which should con- 
trol and direct men’s relations with men. 

much for the considerations which have led the devel- 
opment our general scheme education. Something needs 
said the treatment special subjects from this 
general view point. 

All the studies which have with man’s body and its 
development are shaped this thought, which not new, but 
given new and more emphatic emphasis, sana cor- 
pore sano. Mental and moral power have direct relation 
physical condition. Physical vitality and control give the 
mind and character adequate means expression. Some 
one has defined genius power work”; and power 
work depends far greater degree physical conditions 
than most men dream. caretul study the men who are 
leaders the political, business, and educational life 
shows that they are, for the most part, men who have either 
inherited developed high degree nervous vitality. 
the steam the human engine which gives power work. 
the greatest importance, then, that this dynamic quality 
conserved, developed, and handed down coming genera- 
tions. large proportion our population must live and 
work under the necessarily artificial conditions city life, 
becomes increasingly necessary make the conservation 
energy matter careful thought and integral part our 
system education. 
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This need being strongly felt that there demand 
from universities, colleges, and schools for carefully trained 
teachers physical education, which cannot yet met. 
Athletics and gymnastics our colleges and schools have been 
great value those who already had physical strength and 
ability, but the average man, who most needed physical up- 
building and discipline, has been neglected. will not 
long before physical education will common and scien- 
tifically directed education the physical sciences. 

The necessity for preserving the vitality the race 
sufficient argument, but there another argument equal 
weight. Muscular activity directed brain and nerve 
activity, and the muscles which are vigorous and disciplined 
react upon the nerves and brain, and give tone and power 
them. This does not mean that make man athlete will 
make him man brains; but does mean that physical 
power may made contribute directly brain power. 
This not merely rational theory. Its validity has been 
demonstrated beyond question our educational experience. 

The influence careful and scientific physical education 
character even more marked. strong and well directed 
will essential strong character. Physical health makes 
moral health easier. Anything which makes for physical 
health makes also for moral health. More than that, self- 
control may learned through the control the nerve and the 
muscle. Often that the easiest and most effective place 
begin the educative process. 

And may still further. Physical education may 
made means not merely developing brain power and will 
power, but also developing the altruistic and social qualities 
which are necessary good citizenship. The group games, 
such football, baseball, basket ball, hockey, etc., when 
played under proper direction develop not merely vigor and 
skill and courage and resourcefulness, but group loyalty—the 
willingness sacrifice oneself the good the others. 
profoundly interesting teacher see man nature self- 
centered, self-conscious, and timid, develop manliness, cour- 
age, unselfishness, under the influence such games. They 
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are play, but fortunately play has been nature’s great educative 
force. Now are becoming intelligent enough utilize 
our educative systems. 

Recognizing the profound influence which sports have upon 
students school college, have systematically developed 
loyalty the ideals sport” among our students, 
and pushed the sport movement.” large part 
social morality and good citizenship playing the game 
life according the the game.” Clean sport 
means clean politics and clean business. 

There need apology, then, for making physical educa- 
tion integral part our educational system and putting 
the same basis other types education. not claim 
any monopoly the idea, but have been position 
put practice more fully than any other institution. are 
more than satisfied with the results. 

next order show how our point view influences 
the teaching such subjects English literature, history, 
the Bible, psychology and sociology. 

English literature might seem first thought debarred 
from curriculum centering the study man, but only 
first thought. The best literature any nation simply the 
crystallization its noblest thoughts, truest ideals, and deepest 
experiences beautiful and appropriate form. the key 
the inner life nation. school humanities litera- 
ture will studied, not merely because the most direct way 
developing the power use language effectively, but because 
interprets life. There more effective way study litera- 
ture than study expression human life. Good lit- 
erature is, then, only that which gives appropriate expression 
that which good human life. Studied this way litera- 
ture becomes mine information and spring inspiration. 
Such method makes the affectation and dilettanteism which has 
often discredited literary studies impossibility. 

The study the English Bible must hold large place any 
such course education. must take such place because 
its literary merit. The Bible ranks first among the books the 
world. The Bible the great English classic, illustrating 
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its books masterpieces prose, poetry, history, 
biography. 

But the literary value the Bible small compared with its 
moral value and its value interpreter civilization. The 
study the Old Testament Oriental life 
and thought, the mighty empires and movements which con- 
tributed much the raw material civilization. study 
the origin and development the religion and ethics the Jews 
leads the discussion the profoundest questions history, 
psychology, philosophy and religion. 

More than this, any study the humanities” the study 
Jesus Christ, the ideal man, must him an- 
cient history culminates. From him modern history flows.” 
One who would understand human history and life must study 
the record his life with scientific thoroughness. should 
study the meaning the words which were such never man 
spake, and the relation the first interpreters their master. 

order secure the largest educational returns from the 
study the Bible, believe that must genuine, induc- 
tive study the Bible itself, not course lectures about the 
Bible. not use text-books presenting compendiums 
sacred history Christian doctrine, but the Holy Scripture it- 
self, with all its infinite variety human interest and spiritual 
suggestion. Such study carried daily for two years edu- 
cates thought, imagination, reasoning power and the moral and 
spiritual nature high degree. 

History, which should the most intensely human all the 
humanistic studies, has unfortunate history its own which 
must lived down before can take its proper place educa- 
tion. History has been taught for long were simply 
catalogue dates, battles, generals and kings, dry enough 
absorb all the enthusiasm the average student, that the very 
word history suggests many nothing but the dust and ashes 
antiquity. Fortunately new and better method making it- 
self felt, but there still room for improvement. The vital re- 
lations the history the past the life the present must 
made more apparent. This can only done when history 
studied the record human progress, from which can 
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discover the nature the forces that make for progress. 
other words, history should give the equation the curve 
human development. one the greatest educational dis- 
coveries the past century that every living thing must 
studied the light its origin. Manisnoexception. History 
simply the story man. the story the development 
his body and mind; the story his struggles and achieve- 
ments. History deals with the origin and development all 
those activities which the other humanistic sciences deal with 
detail. should then made basic study any scientific 
system education, and especially one centering the study 
man. 

has been the custom study history from the standpoint 
political institutions. part our educational creed 
that history may more profitably studied its relation the 
development civilization, laying greater emphasis arts, 
industries, literature, ideas, religion, than upon wars and politics. 
The great mass mankind are influenced most directly the 
conditions their home life, their industrial life and their reli- 
gious life. not underestimate the importance the 
development political institutions, but our aim trace 
most carefully the growth the home, the growth industry 
and commerce, and the growth religious institutions and 
activities. Special study given the relation Christianity 
civilization, and such movements the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, the social movement, missions, 
and philanthropic movements. Experience shows that history 
has new interest and influence when studied from this view 
point. 

the study psychology, which must given impor- 
tant place such curriculum, special attention must paid 
physiological psychology because its direct relations 
the problems physical education, and also because the 
training which furnishes scientific observation and method. 


Genetic psychology and the study the laws mental develop- 


ment are necessary preparation for the study the pedagogy 
general education, physical education and religious educa- 
tion. For men who are preparing for some form philanthropic 
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work this branch study naturally culminates study the 
psychology religion. 

share the growing conviction that religious education 
has been sadly neglected because the fear real apparent 
sectarian proselytism. Parents have increasingly thrown the 
responsibility religious training the schools. 
rivalry has driven out our public schools. The Sunday 
schools reach not more than twenty per cent the children, 
and some cases less than that. Add that fact that instruc- 
tion our Sunday schools confessedly far lower level 
than that our public schools, and ceases matter 
wonder that large part our population religiously unedu- 
cated. Such situation anomaly for professedly Chris- 
tian people who even stamp their coins, God trust.” 
surely time that the same painstaking study given 
the principles religious education that being given secu- 
lar education. look forward the time when religious 
training, the large catholic sense, shall considered neces- 
sary part general education, because, the long run, 
impossible separate religion and morals. 

Another reason for more thorough study the principles 
and methods religious education this: are beginning 
see that conversion normally marks only one series 
steps the development Christian character, though 
the most important. must preceded process edu- 
cation and must followed process education. This 
being true, careful study religious pedagogy should 
part the training both the teacher and the religious 
leader. 

The place which sociology should have the curriculum 
school the humanities obvious that little need said. 
The study sociology its more abstract 
form belongs the university. The average student needs 
knowledge the more concrete economic and social problems 
which will have face, and the methods the most suc- 
cessful agencies for social betterment. With the enormous in- 
crease urban life the special problems the twentieth century 
city demand special attention. our course two terms are 
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given economics, one social organization and activities, 
and one municipal problems. 

This course study which has been outlined has gradually 
developed during the seventeen years practical experience 
training men for positions the Young Men’s Christian 
Association, colleges and schools. has been constantly 
developed and modified and will doubtless continue so, 
but our experience seems amply sufficient prove that 
the idea centering the studies curriculum the study 
man idea worth still further developing.

There are two general processes reasoning, follows: 

The which the mind proceeds from the 
particular the general, sometimes called the synthetic 
method process; and 

The Deductive, which the mind proceeds from the 
general the particular; called also the analytic process. 
Both are equally satisfactory, since the one implies the other, 
and since the conclusions reached are identical the 
processes are properly conducted; for however slight the 
probability the truth conclusion reached inferred 
through process induction may be, when the individual 
cases agreement are sufficient number, the certainty 
Indeed, both methods have been criticised recent writers. 
Even the famous Dictum Aristotle,” viz., that What- 
ever may affirmed denied class may 
denied whatever comes under that class,” has been 
called question.! 


Analogical Reasoning might named third 
method reasoning but while sets forth arguments ana- 


logically, assumes likeness unlikeness ground 
for belief conclusion, only employs what may in- 
cluded under one the other two forms.

There are several forms syllogism which cannot 
given here. They will readily recognized practice 
logic. Frequently, however, the terms are transposed; but 
more frequently suppressed, being readily supplied the mind 
the writer reasoner: John mortal, since all men are 
mortal, and Johnis aman. ‘The major premise when stated for- 
mally always contains the conclusion, etc. 


Note I.—It might well for the learner practice these transpositions and 
omissions order familiarize the mind with them. The main thing, how- 
ever, reasoning, clearand concise statement, leaving the mind the reader 
hearer infer and supply, need be, the legitimate transpositions and sup- 
pressions. 

II.—Reflection sometimes regarded separate and distinct power

Poverty expression results the overwork helpless 
vocables. Nerve means variously calmness, dignity, courage, 
rashness, self-possession, audacity, insolence, pug- 
nacity, self-defense. The word helpful, just now greatly frayed 
out current educational literature, means either stimulating, 
suggestive, broadening, enlightening, beneficial, instructive, re- 
freshing, available, indispensable, advantageous soporific.

The relation the Israelites the Levites impossible 
comprehended the children. 

Why cannot materials selected that will give instruction 
Christian principles, and that will comprehensible chil- 
dren? And why can they not told language which 
children speak and understand? course the ancient forms 
should later studied for their beauty, and for their historic 
and evolutionary value. 

The entire teaching the Sunday school based upon the 
assumption that all study must from the Bible. have 
been sincere the assumption, but let stop and consider. 
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not the object the Sunday school train boys and girls 
live Christian Training involves knowing, feeling, and 
doing. Knowing what? Knowing the meaning righteous, 
Christian living, and discriminating between and wrong liv- 
ing. They must instructed examples Christian living, 
and made feel desire emulate that type life above all 
else. The best example the life the Master himself. 
Other examples may find all history, even among liv- 
ing people. Not all examples godly men may found 
the Bible. The literature all times abounds them, and 
many the examples not chronicled the Bible may serve 
point out Christ-like men well any biblical literature. 
The death our beloved President McKinley, which its 
tragic aspects served bring into greater relief his Christian 
life, dare say, has done more spread Christianity than years 
sermons from biblical texts. Why? Because its near- 
ness our life. What has not the good Queen Victoria accom- 
plished for Christian living throughout the world? 

The study the Bible, seems me, something like the 
source method history; very desirable give expanded 
meaning narrower ideas which should selected suit the 
developing learner, and couched terminology readily 
understood. But who would think putting eight-year-olds 
studying Massachusetts and Connecticut colonial records and 
Governor Winthrop’s history first view American his- 
tory? Don’t misunderstand me: not propose abolishing 
source for complete background appreciating the evolution 
God’s plan through all the ages. contains truths 
which will illumine all the ages yet come, must not deny 
end, not anend itself. The point wish bring out 
this: should not the earlier years attempt teach Chris- 
tian ideals such rather than the history Christian evolution? 
study Christian evolution will strengthen and clarify ideals 
the propertime. illustrate the method sec- 
ular history, the first years historical teaching which 
design make ethical, start with biography and narratives 
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without reference time country. may the story 
Abraham Lincoln to-day and Alexander the Great or, 
were not forbidden, Saint Paul Jesus to-morrow. Or, 
the order might reversed without violating psychological 
needs. select those that teach desired lessons, regardless 
source. These are related orally comprehensible terms and 
read from books written language that the child can grasp. 
and the pupil takes history chronologically and later 
philosophically, probably studying copies original texts, but 
this method advanced method. Shall.anyone say that 
history made unreal because the original text not first 
used? make use ethical material from all ages, may 
not make use material illustrative the divine elements 
character regardless the age which produced it? 
concrete, why not also make use other literature well 
the Bible Sunday school work? are volumes 
poetry which are truly inspired, says the Rev. Dr. Updike, 
the scriptural writings. But who ever heard using 
poetry Sunday school? sure have songs, some 
them grand and soul-uplifting, but many Why 
not bring much from all literature, and study characters from 
later writings than the Bible? The one thing desirable 
teach that Christian virtues and Christian fortitude are noble 
all ages, and not something that are unreal only for Bible 
times. Pulpit preaching recognizing this, and hear fewer 
doctrinal sermons and more illustrations Christian living. 
Every church the land almost has had several sermons rela- 
ting William McKinley. How many Sunday schools have 
laid aside the set lesson leaves and pointed this noble example 
Christian disciple our own time? All the day schools 
and many the churches have Fourth July exercises, 
Thanksgiving exercises, Lincoln days, memorial days, Wash- 
ington’s birthday exercises, etc. How many the Sunday 
schools turn aside and have corresponding exercises? 

The Hicksite Friends not confine themselves the upper 
classes Bible lessons, but they deal sometimes with ethical 
humanitarian subjects, one book used being Warner’s American 
Charities. They also make use book devotional powers, 
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and selections from Whittier’s poems are considerably used. 
(Rep. Com. Ed., 1896-7, 389.) 

Some advocate the study pagan Bibles well the Scrip- 
tures now use among us. They say that Not the Jews 
alone did the Great Soul the Universe reveal himself. His 
divine hand surely guided the thought and destiny every 
race. know our own Bible truly must know those 
other lands.” 

Incidentally the various forms lesson leaves have been 
mentioned not meeting the demands modern pedagogy. 
They were first published provide well graded set les- 
sons upon the bible and designed furnish suitable selections, 
free from needless details and also free from really undesirable 
portions Scripture. The aim was worthy, and some meas- 
ure has been realized. However, the form which these have 
taken has resulted very unpedagogical scheme instruc- 
tion. Continuity violated that idea 
sequence and unity can gained. would pardonable 
each portion taken formed complete narrative, but even this 
not true. Even though the Bible itself were taken text, 
the idea continuity and sequence could not well gained 
without much collateral help. The Bible not continuous 
record, being made fragments from the pens great 
number and variety writers, and little wonder that does 
not form teaching book arranged pedagogical principles. 
That not its purpose. source book events. 
source book can ever ideal text-book. Why cannot 
some modern Bible historian equipped with historical and peda- 
gogical knowledge write text-book biblical history. 
than that, may not have primary, intermediate, and 
higher biblical history? should written style 
attractive and intelligible the class for which intended. They 
could packed full exact quotations, summarizing the 
most beautiful way the eternal truths there chronicled. The 
Bible should not displaced, but kept constantly hand. 
Will this make the Bible itself less sacred and authoritative? 
Nota bit will become all the more real, vital, and soul- 
inspiring. Has our constitution, g., become less important 
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children’s eyes since the study civil government has been 
recast abolishing the mere memorizing the bare text and 
illuminating with comments and applications? needless 
say that books like John Fiske’s Civil Government the 
United States have intensified the interest the study the 
Constitution hundred fold. 

What wish secure permanent living interest the 
Bible, and not perfunctory perusal. Can honestly say that 
this living interest the usual outcome Bible study carried 
the Sunday school? dare say that the form the 
Bible itself, broken into paragraphs the present 
day, tedious. Now the lesson leaves increase the unattrac- 
tiveness beginning story anywhere and ending anywhere. 
They sometimes throw explanations the top bottom 
page, but they are put with many numbers, references 
this authority and the other, that like the annotations edi- 
tion Shakespeare, they are not read with relish. What 
desired for children least continuous narrative illumined 
with all the light modern scholarship, given with 
torical and geographical setting. 

Then the questions, usually with set answers given upon each 
lesson, are themselves sufficient brand the leaves un- 
pedagogical, and designed for teachers without adequate prepa- 
ration. secular teaching the person who cannot frame his 
own questions upon text, and determine whether answers are 
adequate not, deemed unprepared for his work. The 
arrangement the lesson leaves the above mentioned form 
reminds one the school books generation two ago. 
Vaile, editor the Intelligence. writes 

The International Sunday School Lessons are the most un- 
philosophical and unpedagogical school appliance now ex- 
tensive use. The persistency with which they hold their place 
severe reflection upon church people and managers 
was the old method upon public school teachers. Our 
children Sunday school for years and come out with 
clear and comprehensive knowledge the Bible, its chief 
characters its doctrines. What they get confused jumble

intelligence guide right living.” Prof. Charles 
Garmo writes that quite possible for children attend 
Sunday school from the earliest years until adult life without 
acquiring very much fundamental knowledge the Scriptures.”

Parenthetically desire inquire whether the unpedagogi- 
cal methods exemplified the lesson leaves are not per- 
petuated the publishers through lack competition. the 
Sunday schools would purchase and use teaching material from 
any publishing house that had good article, there were 
free competition writing and publishing Sunday school helps, 
would there not improvement? Why should any board 
dictate the particular form lesson helps used every 
church any more than the particular style Sunday sermons? 
The publication school text-books selected committee 
whenever tried has proven marked failure, notable instance 
being State preparation school text-books California. 

The Sunday school fails hold youths, especially boys, 
after they have reached the age tourteen fifteen. believe 
that part this failure may ascribed incorrect methods 
that is, the boys not find the Sunday school that which 
excites normal interest satisfies interests already possessed. 
catechetical, memoriter method will satisfy adolescents. 
Many teachers the public high schools fail because they 
not adapt their methods the adolescent mind. They attempt 
drill facts and conclusions into the youth’s mind expecting 
unquestioning attitude, and are surprised meet listlessness 
and rebelliousness. The small child can drilled and made 
take things upon authority. the adolescent. Adoles- 
cence rather time for inspiration soul, time when 
dormant instincts bud forth, time when entire reorganiza- 
tion forces, physical and spiritual, takes place. not 
time for drill and formal instruction. 

response the characteristic soul-hunger, there should 
furnished the unstable mind youths that which can help 
them find their natural affinities. The deeper truths ex- 
istence are yearned for and glimpsed. There moral and 
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religious ferment, and the loftiest and most sordid ideals struggle 
for mastery. Moreover, then that the human soul looks 
most anxiously into the future. Certainly tries then, 
other time, learn its horoscope. This time for doubts 
and fears, well time frequent great religious 
golden opportunity for initiating young people into the 
practical aspects Christianity. Charity work, missionary 
work, relief societies, social work, 
organizations, etc., are turned toward with great eagerness. 

The adolescent very suggestible and ready act upon 
slight suggestion. the desirability being alert make 
wise suggestions, which once followed are acted upon with 
exceeding vigor. fact borne mind that, 
first, are dealing with being energized the saturation 
point, and, second, that this energy unstable equilibrium 
equally responsive the suggestions from society, from the 
street, from the gang, from the Sunday school and church; 
whichever becomes most attractive followed. 

Now apparently the Sunday school becomes unattractive 
the adolescent, may judge from the decreased attendance. 
believe more attractive plans would hold boys longer. the 
first place, there must more strong personalities the teach- 
ing force—some one who leader upon whom they 
look knightly fashion; some one whose identification 
thought and action makes him living example Christian 
some one whom they can confide yet some 
one whom they may ask questions that stir their soul’s 
utmost depths; some one whom they may take their doubts 
and fears, for this the time for their outcropping some one 
whose wisdom and judgment can give them steadiness and 
poise which they some one whose knowledge may inspire 
and lead them larger and more eternal truths. Throughout 
all schools need the wisest teachers for children and youth. 
Instead give them the most immature. Arnold Rugby 
served the world far more grandly teaching boys Rugby 
than could have done had been professor classic 
Cambridge, had occupied the woolsack the House 
Parliament. 
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time for teaching more cosmic truths, for introduc- 
extended views church history, which should show the 
constant evolution and permanence the church universal. 
more opportune time place could chosen for course 
Christian ethics. the study were pursued the same 
scholarly manner and with equally well qualified masters 
the colleges, there doubt mind but that 
would hold young men and women the Sunday schools. 
The biblical and church history should presented the best 
manner known the teaching art. Maps, and charts, and 
stereopticon views should all brought into requisition. 
practical suggestion came under own observation which 
confirms the above assumption. The Rev. Dr. Kiehle, 
pastor the Calvary Presbyterian Church Milwaukee, who 
had journeyed the Holy Land, and who had made long 
and careful study the subject, gave series sermons illus- 
trated stereopticon views. long the series lasted the 
church had scarcely standing room, and boys and girls were 
among the most eager see and hear. There must also 
libraries accessory books enlarge and deepen the truths 
taught the text. Home reading may given and books 
reported upon. 

Then music must secured such will soul-stirring and 
uplifting. Various superintendents have testified that there 
factor more powerful drawing, holding, and affecting 
pupils than not have the pupils listeners only. 
Get the big boys and most active ones help produce the 
music. Then even ordinary communities special choral 
exercises and thrilling part-singing may had, and will 
prove powerful ally. have witnessed it, even country 
Sunday schools, under trained leadership. 

The soul can thrilled music when reasoning would not 
harkened unto. misfortune that every Sunday school 
cannot have boy choir trained the best masters. say 
nothing the spiritual uplift the boys and those who 
heard them, they would receive education music. Few 
boys who have once joined orchestra choir, and received 
proper training, would care drop out, and they would learn 
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love the Sunday school through active participation it. 
The doctrine participation not clearly enough recognized. 

the matter utilizing music America are but 
slowly emerging from the results the legacy the Pilgrims 
and the Puritans, who cling closely John Calvin’s skirts. 
The prejudice against the organ died hard. late 1790, 
wealthy parishioner the Brattle Square Church, Boston, 
pleaded for permission throw organ, which the society 
had bought, into Boston Harbor, promising full reimbursement 
for the loss the instrument.” (Louis Elson, International 
Monthly, 172.) 

Along with this, may not make much more the dra- 
matic instinct? one the most fundamental instincts, 
but present receives little cultivation except special 
cases. not prepared say just how should utilized, 
but convinced that could impressed into high edu- 
cational service. Just think how natural for children 
dramatize situations and improvise plays. Everyone adoles- 
cence undoubtedly aspires play actor. Why not draft 
this instinct into the service the church?—the stage devel- 
oped form religious worship. What act tend 
feel; hence, one the important values religious ritual and 
ceremonial. not advocating that the theater substituted 
for the Sunday school and the sermon. mean, simply, that 
the dramatic instinct may impressed into service means 
and stimulus religious feeling. safe assume that 
long the Passion Play enacted the Oberammergauers 
they will never lose their religious fervor. Pres. Stanley 
compose choral representations and religious drama, which 
children shall take part.” 

all means try kindle white heat religious enthusi- 
asm adolescence. This the time when the foundations for 
all the great work the world have been laid. The actual 
results, which read, come full fruition later life, but 
the germination and budding occurred early adolescent 
years. This the time see visions and dream dreams. 
The adolescent dreams are moreover prophetic the real frui- 
tion later life. 
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Lastly wish call attention the necessity for fuller exem- 
plification Christian teachings. The value the Sunday 
school must after all tested the results measured terms 
Christian character. The knowledge gained the Sunday 
school elsewhere not made most valuable until has given 
rise activities harmony with it. 

From impression expression fundamental law edu- 
cation. The boy who learns how word ought spelled 
and then misspells every other time has not completed his 
education that word. The boy who learns noble lessons 
from literature, filled with worthy emotions therefrom, and 
then acts counter those teachings, has not really learned the 
The boy who learns denounce rascality historical 
characters, and then goes out the playground and cheats, 
lies, and terrorizes those weaker than himself, has only half 
learned the desirable lessons. 

just what way the Sunday school may furnish oppor- 
tunity put its teachings into practice difficult question 
solve. shall not able offer this time much pos- 
itive contribution but that does not invalidate criticism nor 
remove the desirability striving for the think this 
the vulnerable point the public schools also. What the world 
needs to-day not much men learning men char- 
acter. frequently tempted say that the world knows 
enough, but far from good enough, and lapses from virtue 
and righteousness are only infrequently from lack knowl- 
edge. must realize that takes much brains pick 
lock make one, and the usual deviation from the path 
rectitude more result undeveloped stifled conscience 
than ignorance. 

Now, inasmuch will power and moral action given 
moment are thoroughly dependent upon habits, 
early form habits Christian living. some way 
other absolutely necessary identify Christian principles 
with Christian practice. Mere Sunday effervescence relig- 
ious feeling and contemplation desirable activities will not 
produce ideal character. Religion must carried into the 
home, into the shop, the counting into public well 
private affairs. 
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Can not enlist the services our youth definitely 
Christian enterprises, such assisting the needy, relieving 
the suffering, protecting the weak, preventing cruelty chil- 
dren and dumb animals, ministering unto the sick, bringing 
sunshine minds clouded sorrow and distress? 

need emphasize more the gospel service. The 
gospel feeling has received its due share attention. With 
proper service feelings will take care themselves. Children 
should taught that man liveth unto himself, and that gen- 
uine desire service others the highest ambition. 
President Eliot says: The Christian doctrine that service 
rendered others the surest source one’s own satisfaction 
and happiness. This doctrine the tap-root private happi- 
ness among all classes and conditions what extent 
junior clubs and kindred organizations should encouraged 
important question, but one which must refrain from enter- 
ing upon this time. 

some way other the zeal which they imbibe must 
carried into execution. Exalted feelings allowed atrophy 
without giving rise corresponding action are worse than 
unfelt. Such lapses beget habits apathy and unconcern. 
The Russian lady going into hysterical sympathy over the 
stage representation suffering while her coachman freez- 
ing the box outside; Rousseau imploring the mothers 
Europe care for their babies while sends his own five 
children one after another the foundling hospital, are classical 
examples what meant. 

Professor James tells that must lose opportunity put 
into execution every good resolution form. his theory 
should never allow ourselves have emotion 
concert church without expressing some active way. 
may not find heroic spectacular ways, but express 
should, more heroic way than speaking kindly 
one’s aunt grandmother, giving one’s seat 
car. says, There more contemptible type human 
character than that the nerveless sentimentalist, who spends 
his life weltering sea sensibility and emotion, but who 


never does manly concrete deed.” 
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Children should taught that not the Pharisaical kind 
service brings true happiness. Anyone, even untutored 
savage, can exhibit courage, daring, bravery under the stim- 
ulus beating drums, the blare trumpets and applauding 
multitudes, but takes Christian training give fortitude, per- 
severance, fidelity, absolute honesty, adherence the golden 
rule, unswerving devotion righteous cause, etc., the face 
adverse circumstances, amid the taunts and jeers compan- 
ions, and unaccompanied popular acclaim. Christian vir- 
tues must practiced even though they not secure place 
for one’s portrait the newspaper columns, cause one’s 
praises sung admiring companions. The positions 
which have herein maintained are not entirely new and un- 
heard of. They are rather reiterations prophecies already 
the process fulfillment. Bible schools for the training Sun- 
day school teachers have already been established upon firm 
new interest being manifested biblical his- 
tory and scholars and divines are uniting test, 
revise and correct scriptural translations; men like Prof. Rich- 
ard Moulton Chicago University are trying restore and 
make more attractive the literary form the Bible which lost 
during the Dark Ages; men with profound pedagogical insight 
are trying adapt Sunday school instruction the pedagogical 
needs the child; scholars instead untrained laymen im- 
mature youth are being placed charge some Sunday school 
classes. Men like President Harper are experimenting 
practical way superintending and teaching Sunday school 
classes; some places the orchestra, the illustrated lecture, are 
made accessories; and few places superintendents and 
teachers are being paid. This last will come slowest. The 
day school teacher for centuries had give street concerts, ring 
the church bell, dig graves, raise his own potatoes, play the

basis. learning, however, that results are quite directly 
proportional what pay for. 


One direction which the new education tending that 
toward the identification school training with life interests. 
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Too long have schools maintained the scholastic divorcement 
their activities from life interests.

1886 the state Kan- 

sas, order give educational opportunity this rural pop- 

ulation, enacted law which made possible the establishment 

county high school counties having population six 

thousand inhabitants over, the purpose affording bet- 

ter educational facilities for pupils more advanced than those 

attending district schools, and for persons who desire fit 
themselves for the vocation teaching.” 

The method procedure establishing the county high 
school and conducting the same provided for the en- 
abling act. Under the provisions this, when one third 
the electors shall petition the county commissioners requesting 
that county high school established place named 
the petition, wherever the commissioners shall their discre- 
tion think proper, they shall give notice twenty days previous 
the next general election, previous special election 
called for this purpose. 

the proposition receive majority the votes cast, the 
county commissioners appoint six persons, resident freeholders 
the county, not more than two from one city township, 
who shall with the county superintendent instruction consti- 
tute board trustees for the school. the next general 
election trustees are regularly elected the people, their 
terms office dividing them into three classes, serving one, 
two, and three years respectively, the respective terms being 
determined lot. The levy for maintenance limited 
three mills, and for building three mills. The county 
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high school maintained the entire county, and bears the 
same relation the grades, both rural and urban, the city 
high school does the city grades alone. certificate 
graduation from the grades admits the high school. Tuition 
free all residents the county. 

The three classes instruction provided for are: general 
course, brief literary course designed for those who will not 
pursue academic studies further; the normal course, arranged 
for those who intend become teachers—this course prepares 
for entrance the first year professional work the State 
Normal School, and graduates from this course are entitled 
teachers’ second grade certificates, enabling them teach for 
two years their own counties; the collegiate course, its 
name implies, complete preparatory course for entrance 
the State University. Proviso also made that should the 
number students applying exceed the facilities the school 
each township shall then allowed its quota. Tuition re- 
quired non-resident pupils. 

These are the cardinal points the law, and mark the leg- 
islation upon this subject until the year 1897. During this 
period, three counties taking advantage this act 
established high schools—the first one Atchison County 
1888, the second one Dickinson County 1889, and the 
third one Labette County 1893. Other counties 
oring enjoy the privileges this act were prevented, largely, 
might supposed, the rivalry towns contending for 
the location. The subject has been agitated large number 
counties the State, has been brought before the county 
commissioners, and some cases has reached vote the 
people. While the additional taxation may have been fea- 
ture the defeat, the fact that the upbuilding the high 
school was liable benefit some town some part the 
county the expense the other part, bears the greater 
responsibility for the relatively small number high schools 
existing under this act proper. Upon this point interesting 
note that the three schools above mentioned were established 
terms exchange carried out two parts the county. 
Atchison County the east half the county promised give 
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the west half the county county high school, provided 
the west half return would assist building court house 
Atchison—the county seat located the east side. Dickin- 
son County one part the county received county high 
school, and the other part bonds for railroad. The same kind 
railroad proposition was the grounds upon which the county 
high school was established Labette County. 

The county high schools the State, however, are not limited 
these three, but addition there are county high schools 
Clay, Lane, Norton, Thomas, Scott, Sumner, Montgomery, 
Cherokee, Sherman and Crawford Counties. These have, with 
exception Clay County, all been established special acts 
the legislature. These acts every case establish the location 
the school and impose upon the city receiving the same cer- 
tain obligations. For instance, Sumner County, Wellington, 
the seat the school, furnishes the buildings, free rent, for 
period twenty-five years. 

That other counties not included the first law might enjoy the 
privilege the county high school, the State legislature 1897 
added the law 1886, giving commissioners counties 
population less than that stated the law, power negotiate 
with public school districts the county seat for establishment 
county high school connection with the city schools. 

order that advanced students adjoining counties may 
partake the benefits neighboring county high schools, the 
State legislature 1899 added two paragraphs the law, en- 
abling school districts counties not maintaining county high 
school levy tax pay the tuition its resident high school 
pupils city high school same county high school 
adjoining county. 

This article, then, will confined the workings the 
high schools established under the regular act and created 
special legislation. None these schools have been estab- 
lished without some opposition. There have been, however, two 
excellent illustrations the fact that with the existence the 
high school and the full realization its benefits, this opposition 
has disappeared. 1893 the Atchison County High School 
burned, together with its contents. would have been quite 
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possible this time for the people have presented objections 
and have finally set the institution aside. the contrary, 
there was strong sentiment expressed for the speedy recon- 
struction the building and the maintenance the course 
instruction other quarters during the intervening period. 

Sumner County the school was established the city 
Wellington special act the legislature, accordance with 
which the city Wellington, the county seat, was furnish 
the building free the county for period twenty-five years. 
Thus the county high school, obviously, served the city 
Wellington city high school. Upon this ground vigorous 
opposition arose against the high school the other towns the 
county desirous maintaining their own high schools, and un- 
willing pay for the expenses the county high school 
Wellington. The rural population may said, however, 
were almost unit for the existence the high school. The 
question the further continuance the school under the 
special act was submitted vote the people, and decision 
favorable the school followed. Sumner County has twenty- 
one railroad towns besides Wellington, the county seat, hence 
not surprising that the favorable majority was small. 

these schools could peripatetic, tarrying nowhere long 
enough enhance the value reality, rival communities 
could come terms regarding the place its location, not 
improbable that county high school would established 
every county the State. every other respect the workings 
the system are satisfactory. 

The influence the county high school upon the growing 
generations and its educational effects are points worth consid- 
ering. The influences the high school are measured 
large degree, although probably not always correctly, the 
numbers attendance. records three the schools 
may said illustrate this for all.

Sumner County, Principal Butcher states that 377 en- 
rolled one year, 244 came from rural districts.

The great majority the students secure unfurnished rooms 
the town where the school located, about dollar per 
month, bring their furniture and provisions from home, some 
instances turning these provisions into boarding table 
called aclub.

And among the reasons for this found, the country boy 
and girl not feel home the city high school. They 
enter the city school, where friendships formed lower grades 
have very large degree determined the associations the 
city high school student. The country student rule does not 
feel home. seems under the impression that 
gaining education through the courtesy his city brother. 

The conditions are totally different the county high school. 
The most truly democratic spirit pevails. Students, all alike 
brought together from widely separated communities for the 
first time, form associations which mutual their 
course advances. They feel that the school theirs because 
their fathers have paid for it. The city pupil, whose parent 
likewise having paid share the institution, feels his right 
ownership, and once there evidence esprit corps, 
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influence which has much toward encouraging stu- 
dent attendance and advancement. Further, the student 
returning weekly his home and receiving frequent visits from 
his parents, all times kept under the beneficial influences 
the home. 

Such institution county indirectly manifests its worth 
upon the higher grades teachers furnished the district school, 
and upon the incentives offered pupils remain throughout the 
year the district school and complete the course therein. 
Formerly has been too frequently the custom for the older 
pupils enter school the beginning the cold weather and 
drop out the opening the spring work.

From this standpoint some have 
questioned the advisability these certificates grad- 
uates the normal course. obvious that students complet- 
ing the normal course will reluctant return and take 
the college preparatory course, thus barring themselves from 
higher education through choice course the 
would better for students take the course for its educational 
value and then stand the regular county examinations they 
desire teach. 

Here what some those who speak from direct knowledge 
have say concerning the workings this school system 

The trustees the Atchison County High School: From 
educational standpoint man can estimate the value the 
school the county. From financial standpoint the county 
high school has been great blessing the county. The 
money expended for secondary education kept home, and 
the amount necessary educate student greatly reduced.” 

Principal Butcher, the Sumner County High School, 
recently appointed regent the University People 
here are enthusiastic for the school, except few men who are 
not believers free schools. enthusiast this sub- 
ject, every man must who has opportunity know what 
the county high school does for the country boy and girl. 
have dozen students the University now who would not 
there had not been for this school. Scores and scores 
others have caught glimpse higher things, and have gone 
back their country homes occupy place the community 
which they could never have filled had this school not opened 
the way them.”

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What are Sun Spots 


NORMAN CROWELL, SIOUX RAPIDS, IOWA 


HILE the press directing the public eye toward 

the dark blots the sun’s face, and calling atten- 
tion the effects weather and other terrestrial 
may profitably spend moment’s time the, 
yet, unsatisfied query, What are sun spots?” 

sun spot presents the appearance irregular opaque 
body interposed between the earth and the disk the 
distinguished from such, however, its path travel 
well the different apparent speeds crosses the visible 
surface the sun. 

Found almost invariably zone not exceeding twenty-five 
degrees either side the sun’s equator, the sun spot first 
seen entering the sun’s eastern limb. advances steadily 
toward the western limb ina slightly oval course, due the 
inclination the sun’s axis the ecliptic. first appears 
travel slowly for the reason that advancing practically 
straight toward the observer. Presently, upon swinging into 
the broad central field the sun, its speed accelerates, until 
later, when upon its retreat down the sun’s western limb, 
again apparently retarded. 

Astronomers agree that sun spot, whatever else may be, 
depression the sun’s surface. The great spot Decem- 
ber, 1819, when rounding the sun’s limb, was seen very 
noticeable notch the sun’s disk. Spots vary greatly size, 
ranging from insignificant specks few hundred miles across 
their formidable brethren thirty sixty thousand miles 
diameter. Groups spots sometimes coalesce, forming 
common penumbra embracing giant tract fully hundred and 
forty thousand miles from brink brink. 

These phenomena, happily, are fleeting existence, six 
weeks’ time being ripe age for the most persistent spot. This 
period, may add, means decisive, spots having 
been observed cross the sun’s disk six eight times, each 
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crossing representing complete journey around the sun’s 
sphere, circle requiring period about twenty-seven days. 

astronomical language sun spot consists two parts, 
umbra penumbra. The umbra the black central 
part, the penumbra the more luminous striated zone surround- 
ing the umbra and connecting with the outer fiery surface 
the sun. Photographed the spot resembles jagged bullet hole 
the sun’s surface—an inky hole circled gray streaky 
band. Photometric results demonstrate that the black hole 
umbra only comparatively dark reality more intensely 
brilliant than calcium light. 

Opinions what spot really vary there are 
astronomers advance them. any several current theo- 
ries may lie the real character these huge saucer-shaped 
cavities. enumerate five 

(1) Eruptions explosions the sun’s surface, which 
the spot the visible crater.” 

(2) valleys the photosphere into which cooler 
and darker gases vapors collect. 

(3) Punctures caused solid foreign bodies passing into the 
sun’s mass. 

(4) Comparatively dark inner stratum the sun seen through 
the attenuated regions the outer luminous surface. 

(5) Irregularities cloudy stratum” supposed lie be- 
tween inner denser surface and the outer visible disk. 

These reasons generally have basis presupposed idea 
the nature the sun itself. Says the astronomer, The sun 
hot, self-luminous What makes hot? What 
makes luminous? Why does retain its heat and luminosity 
without perceptible change waste? 

Let treat momentarily the sun. Five current theories 
account for its heat and light. They 

(1) Conflagration. 

(2) Shrinkage. 

(3) Molten mass. 

(4) Falling bodies. 

(5) Electricity. 


The first argues interminable supply oxygen, which 
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alone fatal its plausibility were not that the inconceivable 
volumes smoke other residue would certainly darken all 
space about the sun. 

the second diminution diameter sufficient produce 
the unceasing stupendous heat the sun has not been detected 
the most painstaking calculations. 

Reason third falls the fact that molten masses cool first 
from the outer surface inward. molten mass, however large, 
surrounded space wherein absolute zero reigns supreme, can 
retain its initial brilliancy for almost imponderable periods 
time. 

The fourth theory lacks mechanical accuracy. The sun’s 
heat equal the task dissipating solid cylinder ice 
forty-four miles diameter and one hundred and eighty-six 
thousand miles length each second time. Whence, then, 
comes the immeasurable supply foreign matter which must 
impact each moment upon the sun’s surface produce this 
heat? not daring state that such amount material 
surrounding the sun must effectually block its rays from the 
solar system. 

the last reason may pause. Electric fluid, far 
know it, possesses the qualities producing heat and light with- 
out appreciable waste loss. Can reconcile the phe- 
nomena the Try figures. 

The diameter the earth round numbers 8,000 miles, 
that the sun, 882,000 miles. Considering the earth’s bulk 
€., size) that the sun 1,380,000. mass, total 
constituent matter, the sun exceeds the earth only 332,000 times. 

With mass small compared with bulk the sun’s density 
must insignificant measured the earth’s density. 
reality, about quarter dense the earth. Now, 
the earth five and one half times dense water, follows 
that the sun, considered whole, must only about one 
and half times the density water. 

Having ascertained these facts, various claimants state that 
the sun must merely huge ball enormously high-tem- 
peratured cloud, gas vapor, and such, being necessarily 
constant and violent ebullition, the sun spot simply the burst- 
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ing bubble which pushes the surface, the inconceivable con- 
tents which retains its being until overwhelmed the 
tremendous heat surrounding it. 

But the sun totals heavier than equal mass water, and 
gas, vapor cloud are commonly presumed fall far short 
water weight density. 

From observations the corona during eclipses, and studies 
the rose-colored projections frequently observed (notably 
July 1842), agreed among eminent astronomers that the 
visible surface the sun consists matter the most excessive 
tenuity. How deep lies this attenuated layer gas, cloud 
vapor impracticable hazard, but gives firm ground 
the belief that the sun becomes rapidly more compact the 
central portions are approached. 

From this predicate than the inner sun cooler than its 
blazing exterior, else it, too, would similar tenuity, and 
the solid rock the specific gravity theory wafted away 
the wings air. 

Assume the gaseous outer layer 300,000 miles thick- 
ness, swathing dense, comparatively cool, nucleus 282,000 
miles diameter. What, now, furnishes the superlative heat 
and light given off the outer due original 
heat still seething through its ethereal regions? Does friction 
cause it? 

Think slab honeycombed ice. Imagine the vertical 
fibrous pencils” streams electric fluid 300,000 miles 
length. Imagine the tiny white bubble the top the 
pencils hot, sizzling arc-lamp end electric current hun- 
dreds miles diameter. Imagine the whole vast layer close 
woven with electric streams moved and fro waves 
undulations. 

not possible that the rapid and constant discharge this 
stupendous electric store creates the magnificent sheet light 
that throws down Mother Earth her sunshine? Would not 
the unlimited heat generated possess the energy that reaches 
grateful warmth? 

And then, would not slanting view these giant electric 
flashes, due chance funneling the undulatory currents, 
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present penumbra? and the umbra momentary 
glimpse reflection the sun’s real mass? 

Consider that looking the sun see reality the outer 
ends countless millions powerful electric discharges, flash- 
ing toward from some hidden stratum the sun’s interior. 
The sun spot, then, well, walled dazzling steeps ethereal 
vacuity itself, bursts into view, holds its short sway and 
presently swallowed the glowing surface the sun, 
mere interloper the scheme heat and light.

have the most centralized school system. Heretofore has included 
briefly Board Regents the University the State New York, 
composed eleven members, representing teaching institution, but 
being solely examining body; and the State Department Albany 
headed the State Superintendent Public Instruction, with his 
assistants. The Regents have had charge, law, the colleges, 
universities, and professional schools; and the State Superintendent 
the elementary and high schools, and certain control over the 
normal schools. Actually, however, through the distribution con- 
siderable fund aid high schools, and system college en- 
trance examinations, the Regents have for many 
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controlled the high school instruction also. Except Greater New 
York, Rochester, and perhaps few other cities which surrendered the 
financial aid and organized their schools independently, the city high 
schools generally have been fitting schools chiefly, form and manage- 
ment, rather than finishing schools. Every energy was bent passing 
the Regents’ examinations. 


the new law there has been consolidation the two parts 
the system. The eleven Regents, heretofore holding for life, are 
now elected the State Legislature, each for term eleven 
years, and are have general charge the higher and professional 
institutions heretofore. Instead separate executive officer, the 
newly constituted State School Commissioner the executive 
officer for both classes institutions—the lower and higher—and 
hold his office for six years. For the first term Judge 
Draper (formerly State Superintendent New York, and recently 
President the University has been elected this position 
the State Legislature.

WOMEN THE UNIVERSITIES CONTINENTAL EUROPE 


The movement for admitting women university privileges pro- 
gressing slowly but surely the chief countries Europe. Theoreti- 
cally, the universities France have long been opened women, but 
use was made the privilege prior 1866, when Mlle. 
applied Wurtz, the rector the Paris University, for admission 
the medical faculty. She was met with the statement that she must 
first secure the two diplomas, bachelor letters and bachelor sci- 
ences. Meanwhile her application was referred the Council Min- 
isters. the day the hearing, the Emperor being absent, Empress 
Eugénie presided, and through her intervention the Cabinet voted 
favor the application. While Mlle. was working for the pre- 
liminary diplomas, two foreigners, Miss Garret and Miss Putnam, 
were admitted the medical The former, who 
denied admission the Edinburgh faculty and the medical college 
London, was the first woman secure the doctor’s degree from the 
Paris faculty. Two years after the daring effort Mlle. Brés, four 
women were enrolled; 1878, the number was thirty-two; 1886, 
one hundred and nineteen; 1898 had reached four hundred and 
sixty-six. present women are enrolled nearly all the universi- 
ties France, and last year witnessed total attendance 1,339 women 
students. 

The Dean the Paris faculty letters, Alfred Croiset, writes 
with respect the presence women: opinion, experience 
shows only advantages from the association. The presence schol- 
arly women our class rooms increases the serious efforts the young 
men, whose attitude this matter leaves nothing desired.” 

Italy women have enjoyed university privileges since and 
Belgium since 1875. The University Copenhagen has enrolled 
three hundred women since their first admission 1877, and the rector, 
Dr. Hoeffding, declares that they have been among the best students, 
and that the tone the University has been raised their presence. 
The four universities Holland show increasing attendance 
women, the numbers registered 1902 being follows: Leyden, 
1,878; Groningen, where the department modern languages 
specially strong, total 440; Amsterdam, women ina 
total gco. 

Professor Hammerstan, who has had abundant opportunity for ob- 
serving the effects co-education the universities Sweden and 
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Norway heartily favor the policy. The men and women stu- 
dents, says, exercise admirable influence over each other, and 
the women excellent work. seems indeed surprising 
agreement the good effect co-education among university pro- 
fessors Europe who have had experience the policy. Out ofa 
total thirty-six professors representing twelve countries Europe, 
whose opinions the subject have recently been sought, all but three 
pronounced decidedly favor the policy. The exceptions noted 
are simply undecided. 

The University Munich one the latest Germany open 
its doors women. Ina report this action, United States Consul 
General Worman says: Hitherto women were permitted 
matriculate the German universities,” adding: several 
them women have been permitted attend lectures and have been 
allowed take their degrees examination and with the consent 
the faculties concerned.” For the present the University Munich 
limits its admission women regular matriculation such pos- 
sess the abituria the German gymnasium, and they are admitted 
this noted German high school only upon the same conditions its 
male students. Lady students foreign birth, graduates colleges, 
but who not possess the German gymnasial abituria, are only ad- 
mitted hearers, and they may with the consent the faculty pursue 
course study and finally come for degree, but they have not 
yet been conceded the same rights that are accorded that class 
German female students having the gymnasial abituria.” 

Next year will the tenth anniversary the admission women 
lectures Berlin Uuiversity. ten women who during that time 
have earned doctor’s degree from that famous foundation, five are 
Americans. One these, Miss Milroy, secured the degree summa 
cum laude for her remarkable achievement chemistry. 


WOMEN THE ENGLISH UNIVERSITIES
